
THB M1TLHOI.LAND CASK. 

At Cincinnati Friday tba Board of Appeaia of 
the American Tnrf Con«rau rendered a de- 
eieion that may he prodnctiva of eerione raenlta 
in the San Franciico racinc field. The ease is 
thns detailed in the Cincinnati Commercial 
Tribune of Saturday. It micht be said in pass- 
inc, that Fred Mnlholland has for a number of 
years past been the sporting editor of the San 
Francisco Call, and has also acted as judge at 
the race meetings of the Montana circuit aud 
at Denyer. The Commercial Tribune says : 

"A decision rendered yesterday by the Com- 
mittee on Appeals of the Turf Congress, which 
met in the CoTington, Ky., ofSces, has an Im- 
portant bearing on the fight that is going on 
between President Tom Williams , of the Oak- 
land track, in California, and Ed Corrigan, the 
controlling spirit of the Ingleside and Tanforan 
tracks, near San Francisco. Judge Joseph 
Mnrpby, of the Oakland track, having in view 
the case of Fred Mnlholland, asked that the 
Appeals Committee decide whether or not rule 
18 was retroactive. At the last meeting of the 
Tnrf Congress in Chicago, 18M, this rule was 
made to read as follows : 

*' ‘Every person or horse expelled or ruled off 
by any reputable running association or the 
National Trotting Association shall stand ruled 
off the courses of the members of the Congress 
during the continuance of such expulsion.’ 
“Prior to this the rule read the same way, 
with the exception that ‘for fraud’ was in- 
serted. The above rule was passed at Chicago 
at the instance of Ed Corrigan, who aimed it at 
Fred Mnlholland, at that time in the employ of 
the Oakland track as patrol judge. Back of 
this action of Corrigan is an iaterestiag story. 
Fred Mnlholland in 1899 reported the races in 
’Frit CO for the Ban Francisco Call, and in the 
coarse of events he severely criticised the racing 
at Corrigan’s Ingleside track. Tbie angered Cor- 
rigan, who bad Mnlholland ruled off the turf by 
the Ingleside authorities, the action being 
taken in June, 1899. President Tom Williams, 
of Oakland, promptly took up Mnlholland 
smd appointed him patrol judge at bis 
track. Mulhollaad, not having been ruled 
off for (rand, was eligible to hold such 
a position without the association em- 
ploying him conflicting with the rules of 
the Tnrf Congress. This did not snit Corrigan, 
who accordingly bad the new rule 18 passed by 
the Tnrf Congress, to be effective from 
January 1, 1900. Thus, according to the new 
rule, Mnlholland would not be allowed on any 
Turf Congress tracks or any other tracks which 
were reputable and were recognized by the Tnrf 
Congress and Jockey Club. Persons ruled off 
for other than fraud prior to this new rule, 
however, claimed it dia not affect them, as it 
was not retroactive. Judge Murphy, to get a 
dacision on the rule, asked the Appeals Com- 
mittee to interpret it. After deliberating on 
the rule, Messrs. E, F. Clay, George Long and 
George Perkins, the Appeaia Committee, de- 
cided that tba new rule affected all persons 
ruled off the tnrf for any cause whatever prior 
to its passage. The decision of the committee 
is as follows : 

‘“It is the judgment of the Committee on 
Appeals that under the power of the Tnrf Con- 
gress to regulate racing and to determine what 
parsons and horses shall participate therein, 
rule IS applies since January 1, 1900, to all per- 
sona and horses ruled off or expelled for any 
causa prior to said date.’ 

“According to this decision Mnlholland will 
not oven be allowed on any Tnif Congress tracks 
or independent reputable eonrsea, and, while 
Oakland la an Independent organization and 
races under its own rules, it has always followed 



the rulings of the Turf Congress and Jockey 
Club. The decision of the Appeals Committee 
is a victory tor Corrigan, but it is feared it may 
precipitate a fight between Oakland and the 
Tnrf Congress. Tom Williams is a bitter enemy 
of Corrigan, and will not even accept his entries 
at Oakland, and it is feared he will disregard 
the rulings of the Appeals Committee and still 
employ Mnlholland. la case Williams sticks to 
Mnlholland the Turf Congress will be forced to 
take action against the Oakland track. Thus 
it will be seen that Corrigan has drawn the Turf 
Congress into his fight against Williams, and as 
the latter is a fighter of no mean caliber, the 
outcome will be watched with much interest, 
and there is a possibility of a bitter war being 
waged, the outcome of which is problematical. 

“The Tnrf Congress Appeals Committee did 
net act on tba case of Curly’ Brown, the at- 
starter, who applied for reinstatement, and it 
has bean indefinitely postponed. Brown was to 
have presented farther evidence in his case yes- 
terday, but it did not arrive in time, and two ef 
the committee— E. F. Clay and George Long- 
departed for their homes.’’ 

PKTK CLAY’S MISCHAITCEL 

“Dutch’’ Boiler, who is spending the winter 
in San Francisco, brought out jockey Pete Clay, 
who went insane al New Orleans last weak. 
Clay came to the front last snmmer by riding 
the great mare Imp in all her races. 

“That boy has met with more hard luck than 
any tan riders you can name,” said Mi. Boiler 
yesterday, whan he was told that Clay bad gone 
insane, but his condition is not serious. “It 
seems as if bis life has been one great chapter 
of accidents, terrible accidents, too. The first 
fall Pete had was down at Long Branch about 
seven years ago. He was thrown from a two- 
year-old 1 owned, and remained unconseions 
for two days. 

“The doctors said he had coocnssion of the 
brain, and we nevar expected to see him alive 
again. We kept his head packed in ice, and 
the pain ha suffered was simply terrible. Tuea 
I owned a little mare by the name of Kittle 
Van. One day Pete was riding her at full speed 
and she dropped dead, throwing him on his 
head. Clay was picked up anconscioua, and it 
was a long time before he could ride again. 
That happened at Gnttenberg in the winter. 
And I rsmember Jimmy McCormick, who al- 
ways liked Clay, used to tell bow be awoke Clay, 
Pete was very fond of pie. Whenever ha dis- 
sipated he did it by consuming a dozen or more 
big pies, McCormick used to say be aroused 
Pete by yelling in his ear, ‘The p ie-man is com- 
ing.’ That brought him to his senses. Then 
Little Fred ran away one day on the track, and 
started far the stable. Just as he got near the 
door, which was closed, a rain dropped down 
and Little Fred stepped on it, which threw 
Clay right up against the door head first. That 
was a hard fall. 

“Then again at Montreal Pete’s jaw was 
broken and his head jammed in an accident. 
But tba hardest fall he got, and which must 
have affected his brain, happened at Forsythe 
when Carnation dropped dead. Carnation fall 
at tba five-eighths pole, throwing Pets head- 
foremost against it. It was a standing joke at 
Forsythe that the pole bad te be reset after 
Pate struck it. This time he was unconscious 
three days and we all gave him up for dead. 
1 guess that accident cast me several hundred 
dollars. I had a doctor come every day from 
Chicago, and he charged me $100 every trip. 
Pete came out all right, but I think these falls 
affected his brain. I hope be is not perma- 
nently insane, for I think a great deal of him. 
Pete was a boy of a great deal of sense. He 
walked Into a judge’s stand and put up the 



hottest argument you ever heard. And he 
talked so convincingly that yon had te believe 
him.”— Ban Francisco Bulletin.

GOSSIP OF THE TUBE. 



The great importance of the racing law now 
n force in this State to the fair and agricul- 
ture! a330ciatioEB is made menifest through the 
returns annually sent to the comptroller at 
Albany. Of course, the leports cf the jockey 
clubs in what has come to be known as the 
metropolitan circuit are of chief interest. Bac- 
ing hereaway is conducted on an elaborate and 
costly scale. Large prizes are annually contested 
for. The natural resnlt is that breeders obtain 
good prices far the stock that goes under the 
hammer. Employment is given to many at 
wages that etherwise they could net command. 
The state tax ef five per cent, on gross receipts 
is without doubt stiff and onerous, but the 
jockey clubs seem to thrive under it, and many 
farmers are benefited by it. Besides, all the 
jockey clubs are prompt in the settlement of 
their obligations, which counts for a good deal. 
Bacing is to field sports what grand opera is 
te indoor amusements. It is high priced, but it 
is satisfactory as well. The state will receive 
from the Westchester, Sheepshead Bay, Brook- 
lyn, Saratoga, Brighton Beach and Aqueduct 
associations, for percentages in 1899, consider- 
ably upward of $100,000. This vast sum will 
return to the pockets of the farmers. The 
Brooklyn Jockey Club alone has sent the comp- 
troller its check for $23,216, an increase of more 
than $5,000 over 1898. The legislators of Illinois 
and other western states could not do better 
for their agriculturists than adopt the Percy- 
Gray law. It has filled the bill in New York, 
and like results can be commanded elsewhere, — 
Exchange.

TWO-TFAR-OLDS RACED TOO BABLY. 

The Hitchcock amendment to the Buies of 
Bacing which provided that “before June 1 in 
each year no two-year-old shall run in any race 
with mere than $1,000 added,” was killed at the 
last meeting of the Jockey Club. As was to be 
expected when subjected to the rigid scrutiny 
ef practical turfmen it was found lacking in 
capacity to prevent the evils aimed at. The ' 
object of the amendment In aiming at the cur- 
tailment to two-year-elds racing was a commend- 
able one, but its ineffioisney te accomplish the 
desired end was too apparent to require com- 
ment or discussion, and had it been adopted it 
would net have decreased two-year-old racing 
to any appreciable extent. The added money 
being fixed at $1,000 would have made two-year- 
old stakes attractive and worth running for. 
One thousand dollars added makes in addition 
to entrance a juicy stake, and owners would 
have been after it early in the season, for pur- 
chasers of yearlings are so eager for them to 
begin earning their oats and repaying invest- 
ments in them that they would never ignore a 
thousand dollar stake, when they race their 
youngsters for much less money. 

The only practical way to curtail two-year- 
old racing is to prohibit it unequivocally until 
after a certain data, say July 1, and to decrease 
the number and value of two-year-old stakes. 
This policy would no doubt be strenuously op- 
posed by breeders and owners, but there can be 
no doubt that the tnrf and the race horse would 
be eventually improved thereby. It would 
necessitate a more gradual development and 
prevent such a dearth of class in the three-year- 
old and upward division; more money could be 
given to the three-year-old events and handi- 
caps, there would be mors inducements for 
longer distance races inasmuch as we would 
have better material to draw on for the con- 
tests, racing would bs more on the level, the 
patrons of the sport better pleased, and the 
breeding interests improved by furnishing a 
guide to the breeder as to what strains were to 
be used to develop the thoroughbred into a 
more perfect horse than he is even at this date 
after a couple of centuries of supposed pro- 
gression. 

An old turfman once gave the characteristics 
of a race horse as speed, more speed, and yet a 
little more, and while his idea was good as far 
as it goes, it is not the ultimatum of excel- 
lence, for there must bs a physical fonnuatiou 
to sustain the speed or else it is worthless 
for practical use. The speed of the locomo- 
tive is almost limitless, but without the fuel 
and boiler capacity for steam the great 
iron horse would be useless. So, when the 
race horse has speed combined with weak 
bona and mascle and defestive lung and heart 
power, he is unable to fill his legitimate 
mission in this life. Two-year-old racing en- 
courages forced development, early training, 
short distanca sprints aad the intensifying of 
physical and anatomical delects in the effort to 
secure speed. There can be little doubt but 
that continuous mating of animals whose de- 
fects may have originally been artificial will 
produce after several generations imperfections 
which will become constitntional and hereditary 
and transmissible to future generations. We 
must apply tba principle of evolution to evil as 
well as good, and experience shows that man 
and beast are subject to hereditary ailments 
which probably in some far away ancestor wae 
the resnlt of abnormal and unnatural condi- 
tiens. 

We read almost every day of some horse in 
training breaking a lag, and a natural infer- 
ence is that the bona is defective and a critical

The flrat step to- 
ward the remedy of the evil la to eurtail two 
year-old racing and offer such inducement for 
older horses aa will eneonrage owners to wait 
with their two-year-elda aid give them tbe 
chance to develop natni ally .—Tnrf, Field and 
Farm.
